European Mail Summary. 

Tho latest mails from South Africa 
bring as the news that thero nnmerons 
clBimants for the great eighty- two 
curat diamond recently found and 
valued at £30,000; Eighty persoiiB 
declare that in December last they ne- 
potiated a secret arrangomeut with 
Waterboer, chief of tho Gricuas tribe. 
Ho transferred to them all his olaimc 
Thety assert that tho diamond roferrea 
to was found in Waterboer'e counlrvi 
and have procured an interdict o 
the gem in the Supreme Court 
their dftimB were settled. The owners 
of the diamond assert that it was found 
on British territory at J'oith. The 
Friend of tie Free StaP is responsib'e 
for the Blory that the d'anoond was not 
found in either of iWse places, but has 
been in posseSBioD of the Kafir or Hot- 
tenlot doctor (from whom it was obtain- 
ed by Niekerk), for the last ten or 
twelve yea'B, and by whom it has, dar- 
ing that time, been constantly nsod dp 
toovergoed, or for purposes of Kafir 
witchcraft. There were twenty more 
diamonds recently fourd in the hands 
of different persons at Capo Town. 
However, whcnjt became known thin 
the above interdict was served, not a 
single individual conld bo found to own 
thai, be bad one. Tho corrofpondent 
ol The Graff Eeinet Herald writes there 
are reports of another diamond larger 
than the eightyntwo and a halt carat 
one having been found in South Africa. 
The offer of justice to Ireland is a'roady 
producing its natural effoot. Tho Or- 
angemen are marching about Ulster in 
huge armed bodies, and threaten do- 
moDBtration* for July bo serious that 
Mr, Ohicbester Fortesone promises 
WfttchfnlneBS, and if neeesBary repres- 
sion. TbeOatbolios however, take no 
umbrage, and their best organ, iho 
Dublin Evening Post, exhorts them to 
take none, even in July, but to abstain 
from' all interference, not out ot con- 
tempt, but out of good-buraor and for- 
bearing friecdliness for brother Irish- 
men. Marshal Serrano hafl taken the 
oathH as Regent of Spain, and has ap- 
pointed General Prira Premier and 
Minister of War. General Prim tells 
tbe Gortea he shall suppress disorder 
with firmness, 'aye, even with cruelty,' 
and will mrke uny economies but such 
as are sure to bo unproductive. More- 
over, the State must obtain 'pennies 
which do not cosiotiier pennies to gei.'» 
That is inieipreted to mean that the 
Government will propose new taxes in- 
■teftd of further loans, but it may also 
mean thai it will increa-e existing taxes. 
Tbo Spectator says i,t seems that the 
pro-ccuiiMn of the dettudHiit-i in iht' 
Overend Gurney case if lively to fall 
through. Tbo pri'secutor, Dr. Thorn, 
being already a heavy loser, is unwiL 
lioK or unable to exp-nd more mon> y.

Wo do not think 
that tho friends and Bapporters of the 
Columbian can bo taxed with insincerity 
They wore misled by highly-colored and 
erroneous reports concerning tho profits 
of the printing business, and have them- 
selvoa EulTerod financially for their 
credulity. It might be advisable in tbe 
future, however, if, before counselling 
uny person to embark in a similar er- 
terprise, people were to inquire more 
closely into tbe truth ol idle stories that 
may from time to tiiiio claim their at- 
tention. What prudent business man 
would himself engage in any enter- 
prise without first carefully weighing 
his prospects ? And bow much more 
careful ought ho to be in proffering to 
another advico based upon idle or 
malicious rumor — jiurticulurly when the 
person advisod, in tho event of failure", 
would involve not only himself but those 
dependent upon him in ruin ? 

TiiK LAW is supposed never to be vin- 
diciivo, and its maOhinery is put in mo- 
tion against malefactors to farnish an 
e.\amplo that will doter others from tho 
commission of crime. It is folly for 
men to cry out against iho public exo- 
culion of Indian criminals. Example is 
everything, and ifie greater the number 
of natives a"bombled to witness thecsei 
cut ion the greater the security tiiat can 
be gnarunieed our settlers. Seeing i 
bolicving w'tlMin Indian. Build thejvil 
lences h'gh and exclude every native 
from wiinessin^ executions, and tho 
niornl ell'ect of tho example would be 
lost on tho tribes, bocanso they could 
never bo bro ughi to believe that their 
Iriend was not still ahve. We bang a 
man because wo wish to exert a whole' 
some morsl influenro upon tbe living.

We have received a letter from a well ini- 
formed oorrespondeat at Victoria, British 
Uulurabin , under date Juno 3d, from which 
we make tbe following extract: — "I buve 
not written for some time, fo^ the simple rea- 
son that nothing bus occurred worth writing 
about tor many months past — everything be- 
ing unntierubly dull. So lit'lu ruin or snow 
has lalloii tins winter in the miniug country 
ihat it ia fpared tho iDinioj; operations will 
be rnatpnul y cheeli-ed. Agriculture, however, 
hay made rapid strides during tbe past years 
but tbere is ample room for luriber enierprise, 
oven without a protective inrifT, so long as 
wo are obliiied lo send out of the colony near- 
ly half a million dollars por onnutn for the 
purchase of farm produco Iroin Oregon und 
California. T^o LBgiBluluro reoeutly possed 
6 very liberal mining law, doing away with 
all leases and governmental restrictions, and 
giving a erant of tbe land necessary on proof 
ol bona fide working. Capital! is in San 
Fraocidoo have turned their aitentiou to the 
matter, and have iavcsled in coal mines 
on the Island. The qusation of con (ederolou 
will come up again during the next eessinn 
ol too council. Ill the last eeasion itiero was 
a miij.irily against tbe scheme of ttvo lo one 
—principally gained by the votes of official 
mcinbem. Unless the Imperial Govarnmrni 
express lOeir opinion in faror to the Governor 
hero, I foar tbu otficiil vole will go ogalnst 
the measure for another year. The farming 
inloreet is afraid of the almost free trade in 
gnin, &c., which will be tho result ot tbo 
Canadian Customs prevailing here. Bni in 
ooe ibiog all are agreed, that tbe present eyt- 
tem of government is ungciied to us." Our 
corretpondeat adds that be himself is in la- 
vor of Cunluderuiion, if fair and reaso.'iable 
terms can be obtained. 

If ihe D iininion is ever to hoU rank as a 
nortiiorn not'on it rouji sireich aorops tho 
ooutinent • nd have nccess to the Paoitio 
ocean. The thick eet'lement of the fertile 
b(U io the newly aoqaired lerritorv will have 
a most poweiful iufluence on this quesiioo — 
in fact will determine it, as for a very impor- 
tant commerce, the Pacific will be its natural 
eoa-board. 

rbat 'hare will be, and that in tbe immedi- 
ate luiore, a dense population settled on the 
fertile lands and io tbe favorable climaie of 
the North West is not a question which, in 
our minds at least, admits of a doubt; and 
things move very quickly io these days on 
ihis continent, tn ihia view, t^ie eroal coal 
depopiis at Vancouver Island and iSovu o«c> 
lio, the tcririini of tlio Bhortest ond, lor many 
reasoop, tbe best railroad line across Ihe ooh- 
li enl, wilh maenificent ports upon both li.e 
oceans, upon the moat favorable lioe of travel 
between tbe east and tbo west uf tbe hemls- 
pht're, leem to point at some fotuie day to a 
great commerce, which will pass through 
Miinlruul, A thick populaii-io ot the R..d 
River territory would settle the question o' 
the railway. And i ho deiiosila of coal at the 
po n:s we have named, an I its large quanti- 
ties io the centre ol tboconiinent would aeem 
as if foreordained ot Providence to settle tho 
qacsilo of motive power. 

Those are ibe dreams of the future.' Wo 
cannot say how toon the facts will come. 
The physical and climatic condiiioDS arc 
there, but tbe energy of nan is yet to ho 
loucd. And we bave io tbe immediate pre- 
sent to deal with what ia. This, from all 
accounts we have been able to gather, in 'Van- 
ccuver Islacd ia not in the moat saiiifactory 
state. Tha Goveromeot and legislative 
body arP, we understand, mostly composed 
o! otlitial puisjii-s, without murli rei^ponsi- 
bility lo the people, while they co; sume a 
ocniiderahle ponion of tbe reveooe, wbiob is 
high for the population. They, it appears 
irom tho letter of out correspondent, are not 
willing to change, lor them, the pleasant 
etata of things; while wo have heard from 
another souice that a ocnsiderable portion of 
the people would be glad of anoezalioo to 
escape from Ibe thraldom. 

There comes another practical quesiion 
and that is oommanicatiou by roads. Wo 
believe one good road has been, io n great 
pari oonstrucled, on the BriliiJb ('olmnbia 
6ido ; and ttiu Canadian Govonrnent are 
goiiif,' to inalio u .summer toiid lo tho Red 
River territory. The progrsss of populaiiou 
will have lo determine the question of fur- 
ther development of oommuDioatitn, 

Whatever may be the means taken ii is 
greuily important that British Columhio 
abnuld act io unison with tho Dominion, and 
uiilcFS there ia eomo quoetion if U e Colonies 
on tha Pacific will remain Britiai ; und ibis, 
we rtpeal, would tie a 8;rious if not u fatal 
blow to the future iodupendeocp of the D i- 
mininn. It is io this view that be qoestion 
ol arrangement between the Ifomlnion and 
Ihe Pacific coast assumes its prtseal import-

Tee Jews. — The Jews ere no exoeption 
to the general laws which seems to govern 
the bis ory of peopli*. Like individuals, na- 
tions are born, become developed, reach a 
maturitv of grandeor and strongth, decay, 
die and disappear, leaving only their tombs, 
crumbling rooQumenle and mutilated records 
behind to tell succeeding guneratioos that 
they had lived at all, Tho Jew is anekoapt- 
ion. He does not decay, and be refoseB lo 
di«. He baa endured enongh snflering to have 
destroyed every atom ef life in half a dozen 
other nations— and yet he survives still. He 
has gone ibrough the farouce of persecution, 
' heataJ seven times hotter,' in nearly every 
land on ibe globe, and nearly every century of 
historic times ; and be remains nnbombledi 
unsubdned, unbrnken— the same everlasting 
Jow, with rhe some virtues and tha same 
vices he hod four thousand yeais ago. His 
persecu'iona have not suppled his stiff neok 
nor dimmed his B)q noi aliated his natural 
force, Hl' has lieen ' scattered and period ' 
until he es's's only io mutilated Iragmenis ; 
but those fragments are animated in a uoity 
which coniiiiues to be vi al and iudisioluble 
throu^hont. Ttiere is a selemn urnndeur io 
tlie tremendous sweep of li-i n which ihe 
Jew laUea ol the cnuiaa of time. H« bus 
Moen tbe lour groat empires uf tiio world 
flnnrish niid fall. Ho bus seen Egypt and 
Babylon, and Greec" ond Rome, in their 
splendor and ibeir piida ; and he lives to 
look ond Btie Ibem no ino'r. Old ages, em- 
pires and systeinijiave sprung up lo find him 
hc-ro hel'ure ibem, walcbiog t'leir progreee 
ami bidding fair to be here (<tlll, alter they 
too have gone. Ue has no ooonlry, no livs 
irig lanf,!uai;e ; he trsilox in all lind< and 
speaks ail languages. There are German 
Jews, French Jaws, Bohemian, Polisb.Soac- 
ieb, Knglicb and American J«ws, and black 
,Iiw of .Malabar ; but ihey all belong to one 
srorli — iliey uro all Jews and Jews only. 
They are as ancieot as history, but possess a 
youih 'tyt is i.s indestruoiiblo — a stmng*, 
mysterious pcojlo, not addicted lo griut 
Rcnicvoments Heroic chitfly in endurance — 
peaceful wiiboul bang amiable, or Bl'-ajs 
josi— not wnrlikc, hot onilivinir euc'ccsitnl 
nniii/os ol conquorers — so ethnological mii- 
Bcle, which intn are never weary ol Biudying 
and which grows io iotorest with the Bges,—
